Continuation of 2. NOTE: Although the new limitation "the skirt is fully slidably engaged with the groove and axially movable along the 
groove" appears to be met by the cited references, it is unclear how this limitation is to be interpreted, since there is no support for it in the 
specification (i.e. it is unclear what applicant means by "fully" engaged with the groove). Applicant indicated that the new limitation is 
supported by figurers 2a, 2b, 4-5, 7a-10, 12a and 12, but it would appear that some of the figures show the skirt not fully engaged with the 
groove (e.g. fig 12a, 12b), assuming that "fully" engaged means all of the skirt is engaged with the groove. 
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
